One of the most disturbing angles of Hie recent “Declara­ 
tion of IndepeiKxanee" issued bv thirty-seven university heads on 
the subject of academic freedom is that the educators are laying 
the groundwork for claimifig to be quite superior to the restrain­ 
ing banda of either Congreet or the Supreme Court. 
This it true despite the fact that the document contains 
several individual sentences accepting the .currant Supreme Court 
opinion, the Federal Smith Aet, and Legislative powers of inves­ 
tigation aa being, at the least, something which the educators 
must take into account. 
The truth is, however, that if the universities in question, 
and the entire teaching profession, were willing to bow to the 
laws, to the Supreme Court constructon of thoaalawa, and to the 
right of Congress and Stats legislatures to investigate the degree 
of compliance with those laws, there would not have been the 
slightest need for the policy statement. 
The fact is that the universities have been breathing de­ 
fiance for some time, and have strenuously protected faculty 
members in the past for blatantly subversive activities, and re­ 
cently have bowed with somewhat ill grace to what is in effect a 
nation-wide demand for loyalty to America, to become a first 
requisite for educators. 
The am ent patriotic tidal wave of insistence that none but 
loyal believers in American traditions, be allowed to guide the 
developing concepts of youth in our public-auppovted educa­ 
tional institutions is the natural consequence of thrae separate 
lines of campus conduct which ate objectionable. These are; 
First, Instance! ta which it has been established that 
Instructors taught subversive doctrines;

The truth is, however, that if the universities in question, 
and the entire teaching profession, were willing to how to the 
laws, to the Supreme Court constructon of those laws, and to the 
right of Congress and State legislatures to investigate the degree 
of compliance with those laws, there would not have been the 
slightest need for the policy statement. 
The fact is that the universities have been breathing de 
fiance for some time, and have strenuously protected faculty 
members in the past for blatantly subversive activities, and re­ 
cently have bowed with somewhat ill grace to what is in effect a 
nation-wide demand for loyalty to America to become a first 
requisite for educators. 
The current patriotic tidal wave of insistence that none but 
loyal believers in American traditions be allowed to guide the 
developing concepts of youth in our public-supported educa­ 
tional institutions is the natural consequence of three separate 
lines of campus conduct which are objectionable. These are: 
First, instances in which it has been established that 
instructors taught subversive doctrine^; 
Second, an appalling list of instances in which text­ 
books have been discovered to contain outrageously anti- 
American propaganda; and 
Third, a long, long list of established cases where 
instructors would belong to and help finance a string of 
Communist-front organisations, belonging, at the same 
time, to not one single pro-American organisation what­ 
soever.

Of life in Homelands 


NEWTOWN, Apr. 4—Differences 
in customs of the peoples of the 
United States, Germany and Japan 
were discussed by three exchange 
students of George Behoot at a 


Chih. Wednesday. 
Program was 
under direction of the committee 
on international relations and legis­ 
lation, Mrs. Wnlter Mohr, chairman. 
Wilhelm Strait, of Dusseldorf, 
told how schooldays are spent in 
lits country- they go to school on 
bicycles, they have 10 to 14 sub­ 
jects. with six subjects each day. 
The teachers there are more aus­ 
tere, he said. Youth organisations 
are not too popular In Germany hut 
they do have Boy Scouts. Most of 
the youth have experienced the 
Hitler youth movements and have 
had enough, and none of them want 
to he soldiers. "Better undertsand- 
' Ing promotes peace." he reminded. 
Heide Spruth, of Berlin, spoke 
of the 39 million refugees in Ger­ 
many. She said Germany is the 
most troweled country la Europe. 
It Is called the "time bomb" be­ 
cause It Is feared It may go off at 
any moment. 
Conditions are so 
crowded, there are 5 million new 
homes needed In West Germany.

Japan, said he Is having a happy 
time here and he may stay on and 
go to college.

W hat laws govern the colleges an d their instructors in this 
field? 
T h ere are m any state laws, such as the Pennsylvania L oyalty 
O ath A ct, which are involved, an d there are certain general 
f ederal statutes such as pertain to sedition, treason, etc. 
But the one im portant act is the Sm ith A ct, which after 
lying little noticed on the le d e r a l S tatute books for several years, 
w as invoked in 1948 to prosecute eleven notorious pro-C om - 
m unisls w ho a tte m p te d to argue that their right to freedom of 
speech, un der the Constitution, w as b ro ad enough to protect 
them in teaching subversive doctrines. 
U ltim ately the eleven w ere convicted, they app ealed, and 
on June 4. 1951, the Sup rem e C ou rt officially a p p ro v e d and 
released an opinion w ritten by Chief Justice V inson setting forth 
the position cif the teaching profession u n d er the laws and the 
Constitution. 
T h e Sm ith A ct m akes it unlawful to recom m end or to teach 
the desirability of destroying our governm ent by force, or to 
publish or circulate writings advocating such overthrow, or to 
organize or help to organize any group which encourage* such 
ov erthro w or to affiliate oneself with such group. 
I his m akes illegal, according to the statute, virtually all 
the o ffe n se s which have been charged on the college cam puses. 
But w hat is m uch mor% im portant, it m akes illegal precisely 
the line of conduct and policy which the university heads claim 
represent;- .neir position and their intention in these matters. 
This law w as overw helm ingly upheld by the Suprem e 
Court. 
O n the basis of a “clear and present” danger of the under­ 
m ining an d o v e rthro w of our governm ent, the Court ruled that 
the people through their instrum ents of governm ent have the 
right to p rotect 
them selves, and 
that 
so-called 
freedom 
of 
speech” carmot properly be invoked to defend the teaching of 
subversivism . * 
, j 
“ W e reject 
any principle of governm ental helplessness in | 
the face of p reparation for revolution," the court observed. 
( 
T h e precise point labored s * hard by the educators, that I 
point being that the law as written and construed would hamper 
the objective study of concepts of governm ent and allied sub­ 
jects, w as carefully review ed in the opinion, and the conclusion 
was reached that the law did not prohibit or im pede such o b ­ 
jective studies, but did, how ever, im pose heavy penalties for 
anything which had the effect of sw aying the students in the di­ 
rection of subversive doctrines. 
For the university heads, in the face of these facts, to at­ 
tempt to set up a position of "neutrality” in this field, so that 
for classroom purposes. Com m unism and its kindred are to be 
presented as being as desirable and as respectable as Constitu­ 
tional A m ericanism ; and for them to take the further position 
that except where proven violations occur they wish to be self­ 
policing in these matters, is for them to attem pt in one breath to 
cancel the w hole concept of the Suprem e Court opinion and also 
the basic right of C ongress to investigate in this field. 
It has been held from the birth of the A m erican system that 
C ongress has the clearest possible right to investigate wherever 
it has p ow er to legislate, and that in actual practice not even 
this principle serves as a lim itation to its investigative powers, 
since as the direct agent of a self-governing people any lim itation 
w h atever on the pow er to uncover truth strikes at the root of 
p o p u la r sovereignty. 
^ 
, 
T his free nation is not ripe for any vested nobility to set 
j itself up on the cam puses as being suprem e to law and to the 
instrum ents of governm ent. 
T h e first step tow ards education is hum ility, and it w ould 
b e far m o re in keeping with the traditions of higher learning for 
the colleges of this nation to volunteer their help to sore-pressed 
Uncle Sam than to seek to establish their "right" toArip his feet in 
the classroom s.
